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TRAVERSAL OF RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT AND ELECTION OF CLAIMS 

The applicant elects clauns one through six. This election of claims is made with traversal of the 
restriction. It is believed that a genus claim that encompasses the modes of operations listed by 
the Examiner can be allowed. Thus the five listed inventions will all be covered by a claim that 
covers the shaking motions and the speeds and the directions that the examiner is claiming are 
diflFerent modes of operation. 

The applicant respectfully requests that the Examiner rejoin at least inventions 7-12 and 1-6 as 
this would seem to be readily searchable as one invention as a shaking motion of anything would 
have to have some increment of cycles in which it shakes.
